Mystic Valley Council 
for Children 


Day care evaluation 

The Mystic Valley Council for 
Children has conducted a comprehen- 
sive, monitoring and evaluation of 
Mystic Valley day care centers that 
receive state funds. This covers 
Arlington, Burlington, Lexington, 
Winchester, Wilmington and Woburn 

The Monitoring and Evaluation 
Committee, made up of consumers 
and providers of children's services. 
designed a thorough evaluation 
process. Data collection consisted of 
questionnaires to day care directors, 
teachers and parents: interviews with 
day care personnel and a site visit to 
each center. 

The findings will be used as a basis 
for re-contracting day care centers 
for state monies. Non-profit centers 
seem to be struggling financially 
Directors are using available 
resources to the fullest to provide 
creative, safe programs for children. 
Yet resources can only be stretched 
so far. 

Day care finances are so low that 
certain quality day care centers in the 
area may be forced to close down. 
Many working mothers will have-to 
leave their jobs and excellent pre- 
school’ experiences for children will 
end. 

The Council generally recommends 
higher funding contracts to these 
centers. More slots should be made 
available for low-income or special 
needs children. Needed physical im- 
provements must be accomplished 
and more adequate salaries need to be 
provided to day care personnel. The 
Council findings may also be useful to 
mothers attempting to decide on the 
best day care center for their 
children.

The Robicheau family 
may subdivide 


Mr. and Mrs. George Robicheau of 
McDonald Road, North Wilmington 
have acquired permission to sub- 
divide their land. in an unusual case 
heard recently before the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals. 

In Wilmington there may not be 
more than one residential building per 
lot of land. Each home has to have a 
certain frontage and area and a cer- 
tain area, depending on the zoning. 

The Robicheau family has two 
homes on one lot. To divide the 
Property into two lots is impossible, 
according to the zoning, but to have 
two homes on one lot ~ well there is 
the zoning law. 

The secret of the case is that the 
two homes date back to 1906, before 
the zoning law was ever thought of 
They have, in effect, “grandfather 
rights.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Robicheau appeared 
before the Board of Appeals on March 
8. They wanted fo sell one of the 
homes. It would mean creating two il- 
legal house lots, in Wilmington. 

The appeal board heard, and agreed 
that, in this special case there were 
substantial reasons why the land 
should be sub-divided into two lots, 
with houses only 24 feet apart. The 
appeal was granted on Mirch 17
